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GIFT AND EXCHANGE SECTION 


One of the most important 
functions of the Gift and Ex 
change Section is to make 
available to the public, uni- 
versity and college libraries 
throughout the State the 
documents issued by the 
various official departments 
of the State. This work was 
under the supervision of the 
Order Section until 1949, when 
a separate section was formed 
to enable the exchange work to 
be expanded and improved. 


The New York State Library is a depository of official state pub- 
lications with a large stock of both old and new publications. There 
had long been a need for a list of the official state publications and 
in October 1947, this section brought out the first issue of the Theck- 
list of Official Publications of the State of New York". The list is 
now sent to about 800 libraries and department officials and we hope 
serves to acquaint you with the new publications. Many of the items, 
those marked with an asterisk, can be obtained by writing us which 
eliminates the necessity of writing to the individual departments. An 
annual cumulation is issued and sent to all the libraries receiving 
the monthly issues. If your library is not receiving the Checklist 
and you think it would be helpful, we shall be glad to put you on our 
regular mailing list upon request. 


In addition to obtaining the current publications we are con- 
stantly looking for the more important older items to replenish our 
stock. This is where you can help us. If you have any New York State 
material which you no longer need, or have room to store, let us know 
about it. Please send us a list of the titles and we shall advise you 
as promptly as possible of the publications we can use. 


Many of the state departments send us sufficient copies of their 
publications to supply libraries on our exchange mailing list. We 
have compiled regular mailing lists for them which saves you the trou- 
ble of writing for each item and also assures you of getting the ma- 
terial as soon as it is available. Some of the publications available 
in this manner are - Insurance Department report, Legislative Manual, 
State Department reports, Collected Documents set, all of the publi- 
cations of the Education Department including those of the New York

State Museum and the Division of Archives and History. Of course, we do 
not receive sufficient stock of all publications to do this but you will 
find practically all the new titles listed in the Checklist. 


A concerted effort has been made to dispose of a surplus of New York 
State documents, We have sent out special letters offering museum publi- 
cations, the Red Book and Legislative Manual and other state documents, 
including many of historical interest. As other surplus material is re- 
ceived, we shall offer it. Do you want to be included in this service? 


The State library receives numerous gifts (large and small) of books, 
periodicals and documents from libraries and individuals. These are 
searched in our catalogs and if not needed in our library, go into the 
duplicate collection. Each month we compile and send out lists of dupli- 
cate periodicals and documents to about 200 libraries. As requests for 
this material are received, we fill them in order of the receipt of the 
letters until the stock is exhausted. If you are interested in this ser- 
vice, write us and we shall be happy to send you our duplicate lists regu- 
larly. We have aided many newly-formed libraries to get back files of 
periodicals and documents and other libraries to complete their files. 

We hope you will let us help you. Conversely, we should like to receive 
your duplicate lists.

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SPECIAL PROJECTS AT JAMESTOWN - by Phyllis Pope, Librarian 
James Prendergast Free Library 


Two projects of special interest in the James Prendergast Free Li- 
brary at Jamestown concern the microfilming of old local newsprint and 
the acquisition and circulation of phonograph recordings. 


The Microfilm Project. The library's collection of early Jamestown 
newspapers dates back to 1826 and is mainly in bound volumes, many in ad- 
vanced stages of decay. From 1826 through 1831, the issues (of a small 


weekly paper) are incomplete, but from 1832 onward the holdings are fairly 
complete. 


The papers form one of our most important local—history sources and 
are frequently consulted for family records, history of local churches 
and institutions, birth-certificate information, etc. (How often have we 
not cried de profundis, If only they were indexed!) The decision to begin 
a program of having them filmed was taken mainly in an attempt to solve 
two problems they presented: preservation of irreplaceable materials and 
storage space. 


A microfilm reader of the standard Recordak Model-C type was pur- 
chased at a cost of $600. The task of collating and preparing the volumes 
for filming at Rochester involved the comparing of some duplicate copies 
and careful mending of torn pages. A by-product of all this has been the 
beginning of a more detailed and accurate listing of our holdings. To 
date, the Jamestown Journal (a weekly paper) has been filmed through 


1854, at a total cost of $200, Four bound volumes have been put on eight 
small rolls of film, The problem of preservation is solved presumably 
forever, since the film company holds the master~-film in its storage 
vaults ~ a small annual fee is charged for this service. 


The storage problem will not solve itself quite so easily, for there 

is at present no other qualified agency which is equipped to store the 
original volumes after they are filmed. There is hope, however, that some- 
time in the near future, the county Historical Society will be able to 
receive and care for them. Storage of the films themselves without the 
purchase of a special metal case has been possible in our library by using 
cupboard space at the foot of our old-fashioned steel card catalog. (That's 
one time an antique came in right handy!) Our films and our microfilm pro- 
gram are now listed with the Microfilm Clearing House in the Union Catalog 
Division of the Library of Congress. 


Financing of the project still presents difficulties. It was started 
in a year (1948) when we decided to make use of some non-earmarked re- 
serve funds for current expenses. The inclusion of an amount for micro- 
filming in the annual budget has not been so easy. Another by-product of 
the project, however, is definitely on the credit side of the ledger as 
far as our investment in the microfilm reader is concerned. Possession 
of the machine has enabled us to take the New York Times in the film 
edition, and to use that wonderful New York Times Index more fully. 


The Phonograph Record Collection. Iate in 1947, the Jamestown chap- 
ters of Beta Sigma Phi sororities presented the library with a phonograph 
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and $100 for the purchase of record albums. Other smaller gifts of records 
were received and this "nucleus" collection was at once made available to 
patrons for use in the library. A gala Presentation Concert helped bring 
the new service to public notice and soon a gift of 68 almost-new records 
was received. When the record collection reached a total of 200, records 
were put into circulation for home use. This was in April 1948 and during 
that year, the new service proved its worth by an average circulation 
turnover of 5.6 per record. 


Another large gift, of over 1,000 records, gave a tremendous lift to 
this service in 1949. These also were practically-new and, fortunately, 
included some duplicates of titles which were becoming worn. Memorial 
gifts have also enabled us to add some of the albums. All records are of 
good music — no boogie-woogie allowed! When we have an opportunity to se- 
lect them ourselves, we aim at building a collection to include: 1. the 
best in music, vocal and instrumental, of the Classic, Romantic and Modern 
periods; 2. material of interest and value in spoken records - drama, 
poetry, book reviews, etc; 3. a creditable library of music and story- 
recordings for children. 


Unfortunately, budgeting for records is still considered a "luxury 
item" and we are entirely dependent on gifts for their acquisition. This 
means that we cannot replace wornouts and that the collection must largely 
be built up at hazard, rather than on the basis of items needed. The de- 
mand for good “children's music" is large and continual; we cannot hope 
to satisfy it until we can add "Phonograph Records" as a regular item in 
our annual budget. 


The collection now totals nearly 800 cataloged records. Its popularity 
continues to grow. We have discovered an entirely new vocabulary of cat- 
aloging problems in connection with records and very little literature on 
the subject so far. Even our beloved Library of Congress doesn't have much 
to say about it - yet. We hope "Elsie" will develop a real manual on it 
one of these days. 


Besides adding a new type of material to our service, the record li- 
brary has permitted us to offer our patrons music-programming in series 
for the first time. Library concerts have been scheduled in series of 
six or eight, each set of concerts being announced in its entirety be- 
forehand, the complete programs being distributed freely. Our most recent 
series was entitled "The Music Is for You." The concerts were in charge 
of different members of a local music club, who put on the records and 
presented brief annotations to the program. An unusual set of Library of 
Congress recordings of contemporary poetry in the poet's own voices was 
borrowed and used as the basis for another program series. 


Our experience with both microfilm and phonograph facilities, even 
on our limited scale, has illustrated for us not only their value as ser- 
vices in themselves, but also the generally revitalizing value of any new, 
up-to-date service, for publicity and public relations. With both facili- 
ties fully established in the library and answering real needs, we hope 
soon to secure regular budget allowance for then.

In 
World War II he was assigned to the Library Branch of the Buropean Theatre 
of operations and organized and set up reading services for American 
troops in Burope. In recognition of this service he was promoted to 
Captain and in 1946 appointed Chief of the Library Branch of the U. S. 
Forces. 

He is likewise well acquainted with public library problems and has 
made an extensive study of larger areas of service. He has had many 
years' experience in small and large public libraries, in school and 
special libraries. Since 1947 he has been assistant librarian of the 
Gary Public library in charge of Extension. 

Mr. Spear is a native of Illinois and received his first degree from 
Tllinois Normal University in 1939 and his library training at the Univer- 
sity of Illinois. He has recently completed the preliminary work for his 
Master's Degree at Columbia University School of Library Service, major- 
ing in library administration. He is a member of the American Library 
Association's Federal Relations Committee. 

Aside from his library experience and war service, he has been active 
in community activities, serving as officer or board member in the Idion's 
Club, Junior Chamber of Commerce, Community Welfare Council, Gary Players 
and many other clubs. 

By training, experience and personality he will be a valuable con- 
sultant to the libraries of the State. 


Libraries Will Receive Information on Exchange of Certificates: New 
certification regulations went into effect October 1, 1950. (See The 
Bookmark, October 1950, page 25.) These regulations affect new appoint- 
ments. When the procedures for exchanging old certificates have been 
completed, the directions will be sent to all libraries. 


State Library Wins Publicity Award: A special John Cotton Dana Publicity 
Award for a scrapbook of publicity materials on the New York State Freedom 
Train was made at the American Library Association Conference in Cleveland. 
Dr. Gosnell received the award which was presented by Mr. Harold Hamill, 
chairman of the Committee and librarian of the Los Angeles Public Library. 
The scrapbook was prepared by Hermann F. Robinton, Administrative Assist- 
ant, New York State Library, and John E. Boos, Library Assistant. 


Watch for Green Station Wagon: To facilitate its work in connection with 
the administration of the new county aid law the Library Extension Division 
has just received a new station wagon. From the number of meetings and 
visits scheduled throughout the State during the next few months, it ap- 


pears that the next step may be to develop a system for refueling while 
in motion. 
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New Charging System Installed in State Library: In August of this year 
the Loan Desk of the State Library installed a new charging system using 
McBee Keysort cards. Two types of cards are used, a call slip, for pa- 
trons who come to the library, and an interlibrary loan request form, for 
mail borrowers. An innovation is a space on the back of the latter for 
subject requests. The original slip, in both cases, becomes the charge 
record of the book when it is loaned, or during the period of its use 

in the library. 

The card is notched for the date the book is due. When the cards are 
sorted, using a needle sorter, those overdue fall out and a more effective 
recalling program, which should improve the library's service generally, 
is made possible. The use of the new cards eliminates two files formerly 
kept at the loan desk, and makes charging procedures much more rapid. Li- 
braries which have not received a supply of loan request forms are asked 
to write for then. 


Dr. Tolman To Be Honored: Members of the Library Extension Division are 
privileged to have a special table at a dinner on November 18 honoring 
Dr. Frank L. Tolman, a former Director of the Library Extension Division. 
Dr. Tolman has just completed his fifth term as President of the New York 
State Civil Service Employees Association, and at the annual meeting on 
October 3 was elected President Emeritus. While he was not a candidate 
for reelection this year, he will continue to serve the interests of 
public service in New York State as a member of Governor Dewey's Commiss- 
ion to revise the Civil Service law. 


Freedom Train Document Book Distributed: Another edition of the Official 
Document Book of the New York State Freedom Train was prepared and dis- 
tributed by the New York State Library to libraries, historians and his-~ 
torical societies in New York State; to all New York elementary and sec- 
ondary school libraries and to the staff of the State Library and divis- 
ion and bureau heads in the Education Department. Copies have also been 
sent to the large public and university libraries on the Library's ex- 
change lists and to selected members of the Grolier Society. This edition 
includes the list of exhibits as they were arranged on the Freedom Train.
